Successful Raids 

London, June 25—The British ofic- 
jal statement says: ‘ 

“Successful enterprises were under- 
taken by us last night at a number of 
points on our front. Parties of our 
troops raided the enemy's trenches in 
the neighborhood of Epehy, Bulle- 
court and Roeux, and Loos and 
Hooge, killing many Germans and 
taking several prisoners, In another 
raid east of Vermelles we captured 
fifteen prisoners and two trench-mor- 
tars. Our party remained over two 
hours in the enemy's trenches, blew 
up his dugouts and inflicted heavy 
casualties on his garrison, 

“In addition to those raids success- 
ful minor operations carried out by 
us southwest of Leng and northwest 
of Warneton added to the number of 
our prisoners and enabled us to gain 
further ground in both localities. 

Enemy Repulsed 

LONDON, June 25,—The official re- 
port from British headqaurters in 
France reads:

American War Vessel Answers 


Call But No One In 
Sight,

BASE OF THE AMERICAN FLOT- 
ILLA IN BRITISH WATERS, June 
25.—-One of the American destroyers 
in the patrol flotilla reported this 
morning that she was unable to find 
any trace of the 560 members of the 
crew of a British merchantman which 
was being attacked by a submarine 
when the American craft snatched the 
Britisher's wireless call from the air, 
“Submarine shelling us,’ which was 
the first message the destroyer picked 
up. 

The position showed the Britisher 
was ninety miles away, which meant a 
run of five hours through high seas 
for the destroyer. The American 
craft was just getting under full 
speed when her wireless sounded the 
second and final message, It read: 
“Abandoning ship.” 

Only floating wreckage greeted the 
American bluejackets when they 
reached the scene, but they patrolled 
the vicinity for two days in the hope 
of finding some survivors. Owing to 
the high seas it seems doubtful if any 
of the sunken vessel's crew were res- 
cued by passing ships. 


REFORM CLUB 
OF MONTREAL 
UPHOLDS CHIEF 


Unanimously Adopts Resolution 
Endorsing Sir Wilfrid's Atti- 
»  tnde On Issue.

MONTREAL, June 25.—The Mont- 
real Reform club (Liberal) at a meet- 
ing held tonight behind closed doors, 
unanimously adopted a resolution en- 
dorsing Sir Wilfrid Laurier's attitude 
on the conscription issue, according 
to announcement of the president af- 
ter the meeting. 

The regolution, as given out, opened 
with the asertion tha: Sir Robert 
Borden had stated several times, and 
with emphasis, that he would not in- 
troduce compulsory military service; 
as this was contrary to the constitu- 
tion, because the present parliament 
had 0 mandite to pass such a meas- 
ure, and, since so many seais were va- 
cant, the Montreal Reform club unan- 
imously decided to suport the stand 
taken by Sir Wilfrid Laurier. 

A reference was also made to the 
mobilization of industries rather than 
the conscription of men. 

President Davis declared that the 
resolution had been adopted unani- 
mourty after speeches in its favor by 
Hon, Sidney Fisher, Hon. Walter Mit- 
chell, provinelal treasurer; A, Beau- 
dry, M.L.A., and others. 


LOCOMCTIVES THE 
NEED OF RUSSIA 


Statement Of Railroad Minister 
With Mission To United 
States,

WASHINGTON, June 36 "Leco- 
motive, locomotive and still more lo- 
comotives,"" are the fundamental 
needs of Russia today, according to 
Professor Lomonosoff, railroad minic- 
ter with the Russian mission.

Secret History Of Break 
With Germany Given 
Out. 


AMBASSADOR ASKED 
CHANCE FINAL PLEA 
Because Of This Action De- 
ferred Until He Saw 
Kaiser.

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 25.— 
The secret history of events leading 
up to the break with Germany by the 
United States is contained in a red, 
white and blue book, which has been 
issued by the government. Though 
put out by the National Press Bureau, 
“How the War Came to America” is 
believed to have been prepared under 
the direction of President Wilson, 
Many passages appear to have been 
from his pen. 

It is made known for the first time 
that prior to his departure for Berlin 
Count von Bernstorff, the German 
ambassador, “begged that no irrevoc- 
able decision should be taken until 
he had had the last chance to make 
one final plea for peace tuo his soy- 
ereign.” Because of this plea noth- 
ing that could be interpreted as an act 
of war was taken by the United States 
government until Bernstorff had ar- 
rived in Berlin and had had oportun- 
ity to see the kaiser, 

Speaking of this nation’s pre-war 
attitude toward international quee- 
tions, the pamphlet says: 

“On the eve of the present conflict 
our position toward other nations 
might have Deen summarized under 
three heads: 

“The Monroe Doctrine—We had 
pledred ourselves to defend the new 
world from European agyression and 
we had by word and deed made it 
clear that we would not interfere in 
any European dispute. 

“The freedom of the -seas—Iin every 
naval conference our influence had 
been given in support of the prin- 
ciple that sea law, to be just and wor- 
thy of general respect, must be based 
on the consent of the governed. 

“Arbitration—As we had secured 
peace at home by referring interstate 
disputes to a federal tribunal, we 
urged a simi'ar settlement of inter- 
national controversies. We had al- 
ready urged arbitration treaties, not 
ouly with great powers which might 
conceivably attack us, but sven more 
freely with weaker neighbors, to show 
our good fatth in recognizing the 
equality of all nations, both great and 
jsmall, We had made plain to the 
nations our purpose to forestall by 
every means in our power tho recur- 
rence of war in the world.” 

In stating that the government 
used “every resource of diplomacy,” 
to force the German government to 
abandon its submarine warfare, the 
pamphlet, also disclosed that the pres- 
ident had actually begun his peace 
note Sefore the making of the Ger- 
man peace proposal,

BELIEVED RIVAL 
FACTIONS IN CHINA 
NOW RECONCILED 


Formation Of Cabinet Now Pro- 
ceeding Under Li Ching 
Shi.

WASHINGTON, D.C., June 25.— 
Formation of the new Chinese minis- 
try was reported to the Chinese lega 
tion in Pekin despatches today, which 
said that the governmental recon- 
struction was proceeding rapidly. Li 
Ching shi, who refused the premier- 
ship after Tuan Chi Jul had been dis- 
missed from that positon, cabled that 
he had now accepted the office in the 
belief that the rival factions were re- 
conciled, 

Legation officials believe the -trou- 
ble in China is now over and that the 
situation will develop normally to the 
election of the new parliament as or- 
dered by President Li. Until that 
time probably several months hence,

ANOTHER STEP IN 
REFORM MOVEMENT 
MISSION EXPLAINS 


Demand For Dissolution Of Duma 
And Oouncil Of 
Empire. 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

WASHINGTON, June 25.—The dls- 
solution of the Duma and the council 
of empire, urged by the Pan-Russian 
conference of workmen and soldiers’ 
conferences, was explained by mem- 
bers of the Russian mission here today 
as merely another step in the building 
of a new government in Russia, It 
does not indicate the slightest hostil- 
ity, it was said, between the councils 
and the other parts of the government, 

The Duma, it was explained, ceased 
to exist when after its dissolution by 
the czar and its later extraordinary 
sessions, it created out of itself the 
provisional government. To this gov- 
ernment is entrusted complete legis- 
lative, executive and judicial powers, 
and with its birth the Duma itself was 
dissolved, Since then it has met only 
once for a decennial ceremonial, and 
has had absolutely no part in the gov- 
ernment, 

The council of the empire was even 
Jess representative than the Duma, It 
was said, as it was composed of ap- 
pointees of the czar. Ever since the 
revolution most of the members have 
remained at home on their estates,

MINE DIRECTOR 
GIVEN POWER 
OVER PLANTS 


Prices To Be Paid For Coal 
Or Coke Subject To His 
Approval, 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

OTTAWA, June 25,—The order in 
council defining the duties and powers 
of W. H. Armstrong, of Vancvuver, 
recently appointed director of coa! 
operations for the mines in south- 
eastern iritish Columbia and south- 
western Alberta was laid upon the ta- 
ble in the commons-today ~The dir 
tor. of coal operations is required rs 
make enquirtes respecting wages, 
hours of labor and other labor con- 
ditions at the mines and other mat- 
ters affecting cost of production of 
coal and coke and the resumption of 
such production during the war and 
for three months after the cessation 
of hostilities. Prices to be paid for 
eceal and coke produced in the dis- 
trict are to be subject to the approval 
of the director, 

The order in council further states 
“the director, with the approval of 
the governor in council, may take 
possession of any mine or coke pro- 
dycing plant in the district and may 
undertake and carry on the manage- 
ment, operation and use of such mine 
or coke-producing plant; but such pos- 
session by the director under this reg- 
ulation and any such order in coun- 
cil shall not affect any liability of 
the actual owner, agent or manager 
of the mine or plant under any law 
or stAtute in that behalf.” 

The director is empowered with the 
approval of the governor in council 
to appoint such officers or agents as 
may be necessary to assist him in his 
work. For ‘the purpose of investi- 
gation he is to have the status of a 
commissioner appointed under part 
one of the Enquirer's Act, 

The ‘final clause of the order in 
council provides that “any corpora- 
tion, company or person guilty of an 
offense against the&e regulations shall 
be liable on summary conviction to 
a penalty no exceeding $5,000." Non- 
compHance with the orders or direc- 
tions of the director constitutes an 
offense. The order in council states 
the belief of the minister of labor 
that “if the operators and miners are 
left to themselves production of coal 
will not be resumed within a reason- 
able time,” 

CALGARY, Alta., June 25.—Com- 
missioner Armstrong met the miners’ 
policy committee this afternoon and 
heard the mens’ stand on the strike. 
President Graham informed the com- 
missioner that the policy committee 
Was willing to recommend that the 
men return to work any time the op- 
erators open the mines on the recom- 
mendations made by R, F. Green, M. 
V., and agreed to by the committee. 

It is understood that he will make 
an attempt to settle the matter be 
ween the operators and miners before 
he endeavors to use the authority in- 
vested in him by the government, It 
is expected that some definite action 
will be taken within the next four 
days,

ATHABASCA, June 25.—The climax 
of the campaign in the deferred elec- 
tion in Athabasca was reached to- 
night in a Joint meeting which was 
held in the Methodist church when 
Hon, A. G. MacKay, who is standing 
for re-election in the constituency in 
the Liberal interest, and H, H, Craw- 
ford, C: ‘ervative M.P.P. for Edmon- 
ton Sou met in debate. The church 
was crowded to the limit, both sides 
having ocen well organized, Judging 
from the applause, the Liberals were 
in the majority, three to one. 

For some reason best known to 
himself, Mr. Crawford imagined that 
his case against the government was 
unanswerable, When Mr. MacKay got 
through with him Mr. Crawford's 
speech was a thing of shreds and 
patches, Just why Mr, Crawford 
should have chosen a man of Mr, 
MacKay's outstanding ability as a 
speaker to cross swords with can only 
be ascribed to egoism, That element 
in his make-up had been pretty thor- 
oughly eliminated when the debate 
was over. 

Has Only One Speech 

Mr. Crawford has only one speech 
which he delivered without variations 
all through the campaign, and, to the 
limit of his ability as a platform 
speaker he delivered it well, It is a 
speech made up chiefly of an attack 
on the demonstration farms, the up- 
keep of automobiles in the provincial 
service, and the ministers’ traveling 
expenses, handled in a somewhat 
Picayune way and punctuated with 
sma}! insinuations of graft on very 
flimsy evidence. 

MacKay spoke first for an hour. He 
was followed by Mr. Crawford for an 
hour and a half. Then.Mr, MacKay 
closed the meeting, speaking for half 
an hour. Mr, MacKay dealt in trench- 
ant terms with a letter which had been 
sent to a soldier's widow, similar to 
the trick which -was played in Ed- 
Jnenton.~< In-scathing terms” ne dis- 
closed the hypocrisy and lies of the 
Tories and pointed out, amid admiring 
plaudits, the miserably inadequate fin- 
ancial policy of the Borden govern- 
ment in relation to the soldiers’ pay 
and pensions. 

Several Lies Nalicd 

Mr. MacKay knew well that his op- 
ponent had only one set speech and 
which he could not vary. So he pro- 
ceeded to puncture it before the Ed- 
monton man got the floor, He nailed 
a number of les, especially in rela- 
tion to figures dealing with the de- 
monstration farms. Mr, Crawford had 
been telling the farmers that 241 cat- 
tle had died on the farms in two 
years, whereas the truth was that this 
rumber nas ineluded all younglings, 
such as new born pigs and lambs

He urged that 
the measure should be passed because 
at this stage selective conscription 
would make it possible to secure the 
right men for the fro ntand to assign 
them to the branches of the service 
most in need of reinforcements, 

Both Mr. Pugsley and Mr, German 
expressed the fear that more harm 
than good would be done to the cause 
of the war should the enforcement of 


conscription be attempted before the 
consent of the people had been se- 
cured. Mr. German favored a ref- 
erendum over a general election be- 


cause other issues would be involved 
in an election contest. 

Mr. Sevigny said that other people 
of Quebec could do what they liked, 
but as for himself he proposed to ac- 
cept the bill.

Lecture On Christian Science By

by the Bulgarians has raised deep 
indignation, After the fall of Tutra- 
kan the prisoners were driven to the 
interior of Bulgaria and obliged to 
work, Some days they practically had 
no food, but sraall slices of bread. As 
soon as they arrived at their destin- 
ation all their money and clothes were 
taken away and they had to go 
through the severe winter only half- 
clad, 

The Bulgarian authorities tried to 
force the officers to work with the 
soldiers repairing roads. When they 
protested they were beaten until blood 
flowed. But the most ignominious 
treatment was reserved senior officers, 
several of whom were known as hav- 
ing worked on the general etaff. As 
they refused to do the work demand- 
ed of them, saying they preferred to 
be killed rather than betray their 
country, they were locked in small 
cella und left days without food ex- 
cept a little bread and water,

Classes Acclaims Former Pre- 
mier As National Hero. 


London, June 25.—The Athens cor- 
respondent of the Times thus describ- 
ed the landing at Piraeus of Venl- 
zelos, who was brought from Saloni 
on a destroyer: 

“The quay was lined with spectators 
and about 1,500 people put off in the 
boats. The commander stood on the 
deck of the dostroyer to welcome 
Venizelos, then embarkedg to make 
way for others. Men, Women and 
children, officers and priests, leaped 
on board and rushed fervidly at him 
It was scarcely possible to move on 
the destroyer’s decks, Shopkeepers 
and workmen bent*to kise his hands. 
Some bent to kiss his feet, but Veni- 
zelos smilingly prevented them. 

“A group of twenty officers of the 
Athenian army, brought triumphantly 
by comrades of the Venizelist forces, 
offered Venivelos their service, which, 
as an earnest of reunion, touched him 
much. Women thrust flowers into 
his hands, One put her child into 
his arms. The little one clasped its 
arms around his neck, Priests had 
medallions of him pinned on their 
robes and blessed. him, and were 
themselves loudly acclaimed, All the 
time the young men in the boats were 
yelling ‘Long live Venizelos,’ and they 
followed Venizelos wherever he went."

The importance of Lac La Biche 
as a distributing centre for large and 
rapidiy developing farming districts 
is becoming more accentuated all tne 
time, It increases the business of 
merchants aiready long established 
here and brings new concerns § to 
share in the extension of trade. 
Measrs, A, eBrube & Co, have recently 
opened up as general merchants, also 
as agents for farming implements, 
while last week Messrs. Hamilton & 
Cu. opened a new atore on Main

Lac la Biche distributes to the 
prosperous farming communities otf 
Plamondonville, Bouvier, Jellicoe 
(formerly known as big Bay), Ow! 
River, Grandin, and even as far as 
Normandeau and the Egg Lake ‘dis- 
trict. 

While the crops have been = quite 
backward, the steady downpour otf 
the last few days, and the subsequent 
warm sunshine, have improved con- 
ditions wondertully and the gardens 
have come up like magic. The whole- 
sale houses are quite awake to the 
mercantile importance of Lac la 
Biche, and their representatives make 
a point of calling regularly on the 
trade here. The traveling men from 
Switt & Co,, Ames Holden, A, Mac 
donald Co., Royes, Hunt & Co., and 
other leading wholesale houses have 
been in town during the last week, 
They all express themselves highly 
satisfied with the business, 

The fishing eoncerns are quite busy, 
and though the catches have fallen off 
a@ little during the last week the day's 
average is very satisfactory. The 
quality is excellent and nearly all big, 
heavy fish, 

Whitefish are in the majority, It 
is understoud that the Dominion gov- 
ernment is making experiments” in

Owing To Ill Health Two Defend- 
ants’ Case Allowed To 
Drop. 
SS ecaeead 

WINNIPEG, June 25.—Owing to 
the continued ill-health of Sir Rod- 
mond Roblin and the even ‘worse 
physical condition of another of the 
defendants, the crown today entered 
& mode prosequi in the case of the 
ex-ministera of Manitoba, who have 
been under indictment for months 
charged with conspiracy in connec- 
tion with the Manitoba parliament 
buildings. The defendants, Sir Rod- 
mond Roblin, George R, Coldwell 
and James H. Howden, were then 
formally discharged by Mr. Justice 
Prendergast. At the last sumuiner 
assizes they were first put on trial 
and the jury disagreed. 

A. J. Andrews, counsel for the de- 
fence read to the court letters from 
Dr. Barker and Dr. R, Richards, of 
Winnipeg, stating that the health of 
Sir Rodmond was precarious and that 
he was in no condition to stand the 
étrain of a trial.
